Renewed DNA search 
leads to arrest for 
199? murder in town

After 25 years, a suspect in 
the kidnapping, rape and mur- 
der of 24-year-old teacher's aide 
Lisa Ziegert has been identified, 
charged, and is in police custody. 

On Monday, Sept. 18, Hamp- 
den District Attorney Anthony 


Gulluni announced that Gary E. 
Schara, 48, of West Springfield, 
has been matched through evi- 
dence and a written confession 
to the 1992 murder. 

“Today, I am informing the 
public that the search for Lisas 
assailant is over. DNA testing 
and analysis has confirmed the 
identity of Lisas killer; Gulluni 
said at a Hampden County Hall 
of Justice press conference as 
Ziegerts parents, law enforce- 
ment and town officials looked 
on. “From the determined and 
skilled work of many investiga- 
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tors, we have arrested the per- 
son who was responsible for the 
heinous acts committed against 
Lisa and the 25-year-long search 
for answers is over. 

Ziegert was taken on April 
15, 1992 after her night shift at 
Brittanys Card and Gift Shop 
on Walnut Street. Her body was 
found four days later in a wood- 
ed area off Suffield Street. For the 
next two decades, police investi- 
gated the crime but were unable 
to bring any suspect to trial. 








Solar 
zoning 
rejected 


Prospects look dim 
for large arrays on 
agricultural land

City Councilors rejected a 
zoning change for a solar farm 
on Shoemaker Lane, and took 
the first step toward officially 
restricting large-scale solar ar- 
rays to industrial land only, on 
Monday night. 

The rejected proposal 
would have rezoned about 60 
acres at 311 Shoemaker Lane 
from agricultural to indus- 
trial. According to Tim Ziel- 
inski, who owns the property 
through a family trust, the 
zone change would have al- 
lowed him to build a 20-acre 
solar farm ona 60-acre parcel. 

Councilors, however, wor- 
ried that he — or the next own- 
er of the property — would not 
stop with solar panels. 

“You have zoning laws for, 
among other things, predict- 
ability of use; said Councilor 
Cecelia Calabrese. “Its unfair 
to do a zone change in an area

tooped and straight, neat 
S and disheveled, clean-shav- 

en and unkempt, the 51 new- 
est residents of Feeding Hills are 
varied bunch. 

They all have a few things in 
common: They served their coun- 
try. They fell on hard times. They 
want to turn their lives around 
and they deserve the help. 

“Fifty-one of the members who 
said they would die for us are go- 
ing to be homeowners today, said 
John Downing at the dedication 
ceremony on Monday for the Gor- 
don Mansfield Veterans Commu- 
nity, operated by the nonprofit 
agency Soldier On. 

The housing project for for- 
merly homeless and at-risk veter- 
ans now occupies 702 S. Westfield 
St. in Feeding Hills, the former 
Western Massachusetts Regional 
Police Academy. 

Before the ceremony, retired 
Army Col. David Sutherland, a 
national spokesman for Soldier 
On, gave a tour of the new facility. 
He emphasized the new furniture 
and attractive interior design.

The road to the preliminary elec- 
tion on Oct. 10 went through the West 
of the River Chamber of Commerce 
last Wednesday morning. 

At a Chamber breakfast, the three 
men vying for mayor discussed a 
number of topics, ranging from the 
Community Preservation Act, the Ear- 
ly Childhood Center, to the proposed 
Way Finders (HAP) project, policing 
and the capital improvement budget. 

Candidates Vak Chonmany, James 
Cichetti and William Sapelli were 
asked questions by moderator Rob- 
ert MacDonald, who is director of the 
Work Opportunity Center in Agawam 
and vice president of the Chamber. 

All three candidates were asked 
what makes them uniquely qualified 
to be mayor. 

Cichetti said it is a question he 
hears quite a bit. He believes his drive, 
experience working his way through 
the ranks of the City Council, and 
his success as a private businessman 
make him the best candidate for the 
mayors seat. 

Chonmany believes the fact he 
came from nothing and built a busi- 
ness on his own makes him qualified. 
He said he loves the town, the people, 
and would be a voice for them. 

Sapelli referenced his recent ex- 
perience running one of the largest 
employers in town, the School De- 
partment. As superintendent, he ran

the district and assumed responsibil- 
ity for the students, and the employ- 
ees. His budget was 60 percent of the 
towns budget, and he had to work 
with a School Committee much like 
the mayor works with the City Coun- 
cil. 

Cichetti was asked what he feels 
the biggest problem is currently fac- 
ing the town. Both he and Sapelli cit- 
ed a need for leadership. 

“The problem is we have a lack of 
leadership and a combative relation- 
ship between the mayor's office and 
the City Council, said Cichetti. “Peo- 
ple are looking for real change, and we 
need to create more accessibility and 
communication in the mayor's office?” 

Sapelli said the town's government 
is not operating the way it should 
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Mayor hopefuls make their cases 


be. He said many people talk about 
watching public meetings on televi- 
sion as a form of entertainment. 

“Tt should not be there to entertain 
people, said Sapelli. “All of us need 
to pull together for the residents that 
vote us in.’ 

Chonmany gave a more ambigu- 
ous answer, saying the biggest prob- 
lem facing the town really depends on 
the people, and what they view as the 
problem. 

“We have lots of issues like taxes 
and blight,’ said Chonmany. 

All three candidates said they 
would like to see the next mayor work 
effectively with the City Council, cit- 
ing the recent fractured relationship 
between the current administration 
and the council. Two of the candi- 
dates expressed concerns over the 
upcoming MGM casino opening in 
Springfield and its effect on the com- 
munity. 

Sapelli said the town needs a pro- 
active plan rather than a reactive 
plan. Cichetti said the state's decision 
allow the casino to serve alcohol un- 
til 4 a.m. could put huge stress on the 
Agawam Police Department. 

The three will face off on the ballot 
in the primary election on Tuesday, 
Oct. 10. The top two vote-getters in 
the primary will move on to general 
election just four weeks later. Voters 
at the preliminary election will also 
whittle down a 24-way race for 11 City 
Council seats to just the top 22 can- 
didates.

like this. Once you change 
a zone to industrial, you 
can have anything going in 
there.’ 

The council voted 10-0 
against the zone change. 
Councilor Gina Letellier 
abstained from the vote 
because her law practice 
counts one of Zielinskis 
neighbors as a client. 

Only one landowner 
on Shoemaker Lane spoke 
against the zone change. 
David Fleury, owner of Crest- 
view Country Club, said a 
solar array adjacent to his 
property would spoil the 
view for golfers and is incom- 
patible with his business. 

Zielinski said the pro- 
posed solar array would 
have been more than 2,000 
feet from the road and 
1,700 feet from the nearest 
dwelling. Additionally, pan- 
els would have been more 
than 400 feet away from 
the nearest two golf greens 
at Crestview, and Zielinski 
said he was willing to plant 
arbor vitae to screen the 
view from the golf course. 

Zielinski'ss lawyer, Joseph 
Pacella, offered a lengthy 
rebuttal of the notion that 
the proposal constituted 


“spot zoning, one of the 
Planning Boards reasons 
for giving the zone change a 
negative recommendation. 

Several residents of the 
Kosak Court neighborhood 
in Feeding Hills also reg- 
istered their opposition to 
the proposal, equating it to 
the Eversource solar farm 
proposal that they fought 
earlier this year. 

They restated their con- 
cerns later in the evening, 
when the council debated 
whether to add solar farm 
restrictions to the towns 
zoning code. Currently, 
town zoning does not men- 
tion solar panels; large-scale 
projects are considered to 
be illegal in all zones but 
industrial because they are 
power generation plants, an 
industrial use. 

The council's Legisla- 
tive Subcommittee recom- 
mended against the pro- 
posed ordinance, which 
would have allowed solar 
arrays in agricultural zones, 
by special permit from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Councilors did support 
an amendment by George 
Bitzas to strike the agricul- 
tural zone provision. Not 
only did most of them wish 
to keep solar arrays out of ag- 
ricultural zones — many of

which border on residential 
areas — but they also object- 
ed to allowing an unelected 
board, the ZBA, to make the 
decision on a special permit. 

Doreen Prouty, chair- 
man of the towns ZBA, 
said the original proposed 
ordinance was “a very good 
start, but should have been 
expanded to impose consis- 
tent regulations on all sizes 
of solar installation. 

Agawam residents Nan- 
cy Bobskill and Corinne 
Wingard, however, spoke 
in favor of the proposal as 
originally written. 

“If we restrict our solar 
to only industrial zones, 
we are going to have hardly 
any solar in this town, said 
Wingard. She said solar en- 
ergy is a key tool in the fight 
against global warming. 

Letellier said the town has 


“no consensus’ on the prop- 
er location of solar farms, 
and the council should hold 
more public hearings before 
rewriting the zoning code. 
She ended up voting “pres- 
ent” because she could not 
support the ordinance. 

Councilor Christopher 
Johnson noted that the 
council could pass the or- 
dinance, as amended by 
Bitzas, and take the next 
two weeks to speak with 
constituents and legal coun- 
sel about the ordinance. 
Further amendments could 
be offered on Oct. 2. None- 
theless, Johnson was the 
sole councilor to vote “no. 
With a 9-1 vote, the ordi- 
nance passed its first read- 
ing. If ratified again, with 
at least eight votes on the 
11-person council, it would 
become law.

Lisa’s death 
was never a 
‘cold case’ 


ustice is coming for Lisa Ziegert’s 
killer. 

Law enforcement officials say 

ey finally have enough evidence to 

charge a suspect, Gary E. Schara of 

West Springfield, in the kidnapping, 

rape and murder of the Agawam teach- 
ers aide 25 years ago. 

This week, relieved members of the 
Ziegert family and residents of Aga- 
wam are finally saying that “justice is 
coming. But in a way, that statement 
has been true every week for the past 
two and a half decades. 

This was never a cold case, and our 
police and prosecutors deserve credit 
for refusing to close the book on what 
was, by far, Agawam’s longest-running 
crime investigation. 

The police and prosecutors finally 
found their suspect using DNA data- 
bases, a branch of forensic science still 
in its infancy on the day when Lisa Zie- 
gert died. Evidence collected in 1992 
was carefully preserved so that it could 
solve the case in 2017. 

The police and prosecutors kept 
chipping away at this case, despite 
the long odds 
of turning up 
new leads on a 
trail gone cold 
more than two

to public safety

demand their 
attention every day. A district attor- 
ney who was not even a teenager when 
Ziegert was killed made it a priority to 
keep his office's faith with the Ziegert 
family, and honor the promises made 
by previous DAs to search for her killer. 

The police and prosecutors did their 
job. Its worth remembering that, the 
next time some individual police offi- 
cer falls short of the high standard we 
demand from our public servants. We 
rightly criticize when they break the 
rules, but we don't take enough time to 
thank the police, and public prosecu- 
tors, when they “do their job” in such 
a spectacular fashion as the Agawam 
Police, the Hampden district attorney 
and State Police did last week. 

And now, finally, we have a suspect. 
A suspect and, they say, a DNA match, 
and a confession. The prospect of clo- 
sure after 25 long years. 

They say that justice delayed is 
justice denied. But there's something 
worse than justice delayed. Justice for- 
gotten is justice denied. 

Justice delayed is, at least, justice 
remembered. Lisa Ziegert's death 
spread pain and injustice, fear and sus- 
picion into untold homes in Agawam. 
Today, at long last, and thanks to the 
dogged determination of law enforce- 
ment over a quarter-century, at least 
some of that scar can heal.

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Last year, in an effort to re- 
new interest in the case— 
Agawams longest-running 
open investigation, at the 
time — Gulluni sent DNA 
samples found along with 
Ziegert's body to a compa- 
ny that created a composite 
picture of how her assailant 
likely looked. 

Investigators also cir- 
cled back to a list of po- 
tential persons of interest 
gathered during the past 
25 years who did not have 
DNA samples in law en- 
forcement databases. In 
August of this year, Gulluni 
set in motion the process 
of finding these individu- 
als and legally gathering a 
DNA sample to compare 
to the sample held in evi- 
dence. Schara had been on 
the list of persons of inter- 
est since 1993. 

On Monday, Sept. 13, 
Massachusetts State Troop- 
ers attempted to contact 
Schara with this informa- 
tion, but he was not home 
and they left a message. The 
following day, an individual 
close to Schara contact- 
ed State Police to provide 
handwritten documents, 
reportedly written by Scha- 
ra, in which he admits to 
the rape, abduction, and 
murder of Lisa. 

An arrest warrant was 
issued on Friday, Sept. 15, 
and Schara fled to Con- 
necticut where, according 
to the Hartford Courant, he 
was accepted into Stafford 
Memorial Hospital for “un- 
specified medical issues” 
following a failed suicide 
attempt. 

On Saturday, Sept. 16, 
the arrest warrant was 
successfully executed and 
Schara was released from 
the facility into the custo- 
dy of the Connecticut State 
Police, to be transferred 
back to the Agawam Police 
Department and Massa- 
chusetts State Police. He 
was arraigned Tuesday in 
Westfield District Court. 

Armed with a search 
warrant, officials acquired 
a sample of Scharas DNA 
during an evidence search 
and it matched the single 
source male DNA profile 
they had previously devel- 
oped. 

Gulluni said that Scha- 
ra was residing in Long- 
meadow during the time of 
the crime and was a 1987 
Longmeadow High School 
graduate. He said he does 
not know of any personal 
connection between Zieg- 
ert and Schara. 

He would not discuss 
specific details of the writ- 
ings containing the report- 
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Gary Schara 


ed confession, the identity 
of the source or their rela- 
tionship to Schara, or any 
other specific information 
pertaining to the upcoming 
court case. He said inves- 
tigators have a “sense” of 
why Schara committed the 
crime, but declined to elab- 
orate further. 


‘We got you’ 

Gulluni said the Ziegert 
family has been “a source 
of inspiration and drive 
for me and everyone who 
worked on this case” with 
their strength, courage and 
resolve. Lisas mother, Dee, 
described a_ bittersweet 
feeling at receiving the 
news the suspected killer 
has finally been caught. 

“Its very mixed, Dee 
Ziegert said on Monday. 
“We are so grateful .. in 
this situation it’s not happy, 
but we are so grateful for 
the hard work and deter- 
mination and faith that all 
of these investigators had 
over all these years. They 
never ever gave up on that. 
I believe strongly that Lisa 
is in a good place and she 
is at peace. We have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that 
she will have her justice be- 
cause it was all about Lisa. 
Its always been about jus- 
tice for Lisa and that’s why 
we are ecstatic about that. 

Dee described her 
daughter as a bright, bub- 
bly girl who would light up 


the room with her smile. 
When asked about the up- 
coming trial and what diffi- 
culties relieving the details 
and memories may bring, 
Dee said that her family will 
do and endure anything “to 
have this happen and to 
face this person and say, 
‘We got you,” 

When asked what she 
would say to Schara, she 
replied, “I don't know if at 
this given moment, just 
seeing his face, I dont 
know what I could say. I 
think sometimes a look is 
worth a million words. The 
first question that always 
comes to mind is ... why? 
It can never be a good 
enough answer for us.’ 

Agawam Mayor Richard 
Cohen said he will never 
forget the day he saw the 
news of Lisas fate, 25 years 
ago. When he became may- 
or eight years later, it was 
a matter of importance to 
him to keep the investiga- 
tion supplied with whatev- 
er resources and commit- 
ment needed so they could 
work towards this day. 

“First and foremost my 
thoughts and prayers are al- 
ways with the Ziegerts, Co- 
hen said. “While they have 
apprehended the suspect 
who committed this hei- 
nous, heinous act, it wont 
bring back Lisa. Everyone 
who knew Lisa, I knew her, 
she was just the sweetest 
person youd ever meet. It 
was Easter Sunday and I re- 
member [news of her body 
being discovered] coming 
across the screen and my 
brother and I were like, ‘Oh 
my god. We were shocked. 
Everybody loved her.’ 

Gulluni, the Ziegerts, 
and Cohen all praised and 
thanked the hard work of 
the Agawam Police De- 
partment, the Massachu- 
setts State Police Detective 
Unit, Massachusetts State 
Crime Laboratory, and the 
FBI for their relentless pur- 
suit of justice over the 25 
year investigation, which 
has spanned the careers of 
three district attorneys.

said. “We give them respect and 
dignity.’ 

Anthony Wilson, a Soldier On 
resident who will be the chef on site 
in Feeding Hills, echoed that point. 

“There is no way to describe it; 
he said. “It is a very beautiful pro- 
gram. Its been a complete turn- 
around for me. I can point out 
gentlemen who you would have no 
idea were homeless at some point, 
walking around with suits and ties.’ 

Wilson was homeless when 
he was taken in by the Soldier On 
community in the Leeds section 
of Northampton. Living in a com- 
munity gave him the structure he 
needed to take charge of his life. 
He went to work as a dishwasher, 
honed his cooking skills and was 
hired as a chef, first in the out- 
side world and later at Soldier 
On itself. 

Sutherland said the bond that 
soldiers form in the military, par- 
ticularly during combat, comes to 
define them. When they return to 
civilian life, he said, “that bond 
gets ripped apart, and some vet- 
erans cant find work and fall into 
homelessness. 

Soldier On — which already 
runs similar residential commu- 
nities in Chicopee, Leeds and 
Pittsfield — gives them a place 
to stay and a community to be- 
long to. The residents are actually 
homeowners; each owns a share 
of the building. Though the con- 
struction and operation of the 
project isn't cheap, “what it costs 
to take care of a homeless veteran, 
versus what it costs to let them 
take care of themselves, is pretty 
significant, Sutherland said. 

Each apartment has brand- 
new furniture and fixtures, in- 
cluding a computer terminal 
equipped for teleconferencing. 
Residents will be shown how to 
use the video chat software to 
communicate with their health- 
care providers and other veterans 
services — saving hours of wait- 
ing and tedious travel to and from 
the Northampton VA Hospital or 
other offices. 

Speaking at the dedication 
ceremony, City Council President 
James Cichetti noted that it is not 
just veterans who are being reha- 
bilitated by Soldier On. The build-

Most of them consist of 
a kitchen and sitting room, with a

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Donation items sought for hurricane relief 


In response to the recent hurri- 
canes in Texas and Florida, the Feeding 
Hills Congregational Church, United 
Church of Christ, is aiding in the relief 
efforts by putting together hygiene kits 
and emergency cleanup kits that will 
be provided to disaster-struck families 
through Church World Services.

masks, non-surgical latex gloves, work 
gloves (cotton with leather palm or all 
leather), 30- to 45-gallon heavy duty or 
contractor-type trash bags, and a 6- to 
9-ounce bottle of non-aerosol insect 
repellent. 


The congregation will be putting 
the hygiene kits and emergency clean- 
up buckets together with donated 
items from the lists above. For mem- 
bers of the community that would like 
to assist in the Hurricane Harvey and 
Hurricane Irma relief efforts by do- 
nating any of these items, the church 
will be accepting these donations at 
their rear entrance on Saturdays and 
Sundays from 9 a.m. to noon until Oct.
